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NATIONAL   TEACHER 

EXAMINATIONS    TO    BE 

OFFERED    FOUR   TIMES 

ANNUALLY 

F.S.C.  seniors  preparing  to  teach 
school  may  take  the  National  Teacher 
Examinations  on  four  different  test 
dates  each  year  instead  of  one,  Educa- 
tional Testing  Service  announced  to- 
day. 

New  dates  set  for  the  testing  of  pros- 
pective teachers  are:  December  12, 
1964:  and  March  20,  July  17,  and  Oc- 
tober 2,  1965.  The  tests  will  be  given 
at  more  than  550  locations  in  the  50 
states,  ETS  said. 

Scores  on  the  National  Teacher  Ex- 
aminations are  used  by  many  large 
school  districts  for  employment  of  new 
teachers  and  by  several  States  for  cer- 
tification or  licensing  of  teachers. 

Lists  of  school  systems  which  use  the 
examination  results  are  distributed  to 
colleges  by  ETS,  a  nonprofit,  educa- 
tional organization  which  prepares  and 
administers  the  examinations. 

On  each  full  day  of  testing,  prospec- 
tive teachers  may  take  the  Common 
Examinations,  which  measure  the  pro- 
fessional and  general  preparation  of 
teachers,  and  one  of  13  Teaching  Area 
Examinations  (formerly  called  Optional 
Examinations)  which  measure  mastery 
of  the  subject  they  expect  to  teach. 

Prospective  teachers  should  contact 
the  school  systems  in  which  they  seek 
employment,  or  ETS,  for  specific  ad- 
vice on  which  examinations  to  take  and 
on  which   dates   they   should  be   taken. 

A  Bulletin  of  Information  containing 
registration  forms,  lists  of  test  centers, 
and  information  about  the  examina- 
tions may  be  obtained  directly  from 
National  Teacher  Examinations,  Edu- 
cational Testing  Service,  Princeton, 
New  Jersey  08540. 

ENROLLMENT    FIGURES 
HIGHEST   YET 

The  latest  enrollment  figures  released 
by  the  Administration  show  that  in  the 
past  eight  years  the  student  body  of 
F.S.C.  has  more  than  doubled,  rising 
from  540  in  1956  to  a  remarkable  1134 
this  year.  The  figures  also  show  that 
this  year's  student  body  totals  139  more 
than  last  year's. 

The  major  reason  for  this  increase  in 
the  enrollment  is  the  acceptance  of 
the  largest  Freshman  Class  to  date.  The 
class  numbers  399,  outnumbering  the 
second-largest  class  (Sophomore)  by 
149  students.  Since  1956,  when  the 
Freshman  enrollment  was  182  the  num- 
ber of  Freshmen  accepted  has  more 
than  doubled.

REPORTING   OF   MOTOR 
VEHICLE   ACCIDENTS 

Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles  James 
R.  Lawton  recently  called  attention  to 
a  new  law  relating  to  the  reporting  of 
accidents. 

Under  present  legislation,  any  person 
involved  in  a  motor  vehicle  accident  in 
which  there  is  personal  injury  or  in 
which  there  is  $200  or  more  of  proper- 
ty damage  must  report  the  accident  to 
the  local  police  department  as  well  as 
to  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  within 
five  days.  This  applies  to  operators  of 
all  vehicles  involved,  regardless  of  who 
may  or  may  not  be  at  fault.  Any  motor- 
ist not  complying  with  the  provisions  of 
this  statute  is  liable  to  suspension  or  re- 
vocation of  his  license  by  the  Registrar. 
If  operator  is  incapable  of  reporting, 
owner  shall  report  in  his  place.

NEW    MARKING    SYSTEM 

A    new    marking    system    has    been 
effective   since   September   19,  with   the 
following    quality    point    ratio    system: 
A  =  4 
B  =  3 
C  =  2 
D  =  1 
E  =  0 

According  to  Dean  Russell,  a  stu- 
dent must  maintain  a  ratio  of  1.5  at 
the  end  of  the  freshman  year,  1.75 
cumulative  average  at  the  end  of  the 
sophomore;  2.0  cumulative  average  at 
the  end  of  the  junior  year  and  senior 
year.  A  student  must  be  dropped  from 
the  college  at  the  end  of  the  first  semes- 
ter of  the  freshman  year  if  his  ratio  is 
below  1.0. 

A  freshman  with  a  1.0  —  1.5  aver- 
age in  January  will  be  on  academic 
probation  for  the  remainder  of  the  year; 
a  student  entering  his  sophomore  year 
with  a  1.5  —  1.75  average  and  one 
entering  his  junior  year  with  a  1.75  — 
2.0  average  will  also  be  on  academic 
probation.  Furthermore,  a  student  will 
be  on  academic  probation  in  any  given 
semester  when  his  average  is  below 
that  required  for  an  end-of-year  aver- 
age for  his  class. 

Finally,  students  with  a  3.0  average 
will  be  on  the  Dean's  List.

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A    NEW    FACE    FOR 
THOMPSON    HALL 


President  James  J.  Hammond  an- 
nounced recently  that  renovations  and 
improvements  to  our  old  administration 
building  are  expected  to  cost  $178,000. 
He  also  stated  that  the  sum  of  $85,000 
has  been  allocated  for  new  equipment 
and  teaching  aids  to  be  used  in  the 
building  when  renovations  are  com- 
pleted in  late  January. 

The  Morrill  Construction  Company  of 
Acton  has  been  awarded  the  contract 
for  the  work,  which  will  also  include 
exterior  improvements,  such  as  a  new 
roof,  new  railings  at  the  front  entrance, 
and  canopies  over  the  three  stairwells. 

Outlining  the  renovations  program, 
Mr.  Hammond  said  that  the  old  locker 
rooms  and  smoking  rooms  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  building  will  be  made  into 
a  walk-in  book  store  and  mailing  room 
with  200  mailboxes.  The  second  locker 
room  in  the  basement  will  be  converted 
into  a  work  room  and  lounge  for  the 
faculty. 

Work  on  the  first  floor  will  include 
painting  of  class  rooms  and  replace- 
ment of  blackboards  and  tack  boards. 
The  present  offices  will  remain  un- 
changed, but  will  be  painted  and  re- 
decorated. 

On  the  second  floor,  a  corridor  will 
be  constructed  through  the  center  of 
the  former  library,  with  one  side  being 
devoted  to  a  language  laboratory  and 
reading  clinic,  and  the  other  a  lecture 
hall.  The  two  areas  will  be  used  as  de- 
monstration centers  for  modern  teach- 
ing: and  the  latest  in  equipment  will  be 
installed,  including  projection  screens, 
opaque  projectors,  television,  flannel 
boards,  etc.  The  acoustics  will  also  be 
improved. 

On  the  third  floor,  the  former  chem- 
istry room  will  be  made  into  a  nutrition 
laboratory  and  the  old  physics  room 
will  be  used  for  a  nursing  laboratory. 
Many  other  improvements  such  as 
painting  and  redecorating  are  planned. 

In  discussing  the  $85,000  allocation. 
President  Hammond  said  the  funds  will 
be  used  to  buy  new  equipment  for  the 
language  laboratory,  the  nursing  and 
the  nutrition  suites.  Also,  a  variety  of 
audio-visual  aids  will  be  purchased  to 
equip  the  building  for  teaching  and 
test  reading. 

Every  effort  is  being  made,"  Mr. 
Hammond  said,  "to  modernize  the 
teaching  of  the  three  R's.  and  it  is  our 
aim  to  teach  them  as  effectively  as  pos- 
sible with  the  latest  methods  being  used 
in  the  program.  When  fully  equipped, 
we  will  have  one  of  the  most  modern 
programs   offered   at   the   present   time."

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PRESIDENT  WESTON:  IN  MEMORIAM 


Ralph  F.  Weston,  President  Emeritus  of  F.S.C. 


The  devotion  of  his  life  to  the  pursuit 
of  excellence  was  the  constant  effort  of 
Ralph  F.  Weston,  President  Emeritus  of 
Fitchburg  State  College,  who  died  Au- 
gust 17,  1964. 

Born,  reared,  and  schooled  in  Adams, 
Massachusetts,  Mr.  Weston  attended 
Brown  University  in  Providence  for  one 
year.  He  then  transferred  to  Fitchburg 
Normal  School,  from  which  he  gradu- 
ated in  1923.  Two  years  later  he  re- 
ceived his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  and 
in  1929  he  received  his  Master's  degree 
from  the  same  university. 

In  1929,  Mr.  Weston  joined  the  staff 
of  what  then  was  called  the  Normal 
School  to  teach  mathematics.  In  1937, 
he  was  named  Dean  of  Men.  Serving 
in  whatever  capacity  needed,  he  acted 
during  World  War  II  as  head  of  the 
Navy  Pilots'  Training  program  spon- 
sored by  the  Civil  Aeoronautic  Admin- 
istration.   The  course  was  held   at   the

college,  with  more  than  400  students 
completing  the  training.  Mr.  Weston 
became  Dean  of  Education  in  1947. 

Having  served  as  acting  president  of 
the  college  twice,  first  in  1950  and  then 
in  1953,  Mr.  Weston  became  president 
of  Fitchburg  Teachers  College  in  1954. 

Guided  by  his  unusual  spirit  for  prog- 
ress, the  college  grew  from  400  to  more 
than  1000  students,  and  he  was  instru- 
mental in  the  additions  to  the  Campus 
of  the  Herlihy  Dormitory  and  Dining 
Hall,  the  new  gymnasium,  and  the  re- 
cently finished  structure  housing  the 
science  laboratories,  the  Library,  and 
the  Administration  offices. 

His  retirement  as  president  of  the 
College  became  effective  just  twelve 
months  prior  to  his  death.  We  are 
filled  with  a  deep  sorrow  for  the  loss 
of  this  truly  dedicated  man,  whose 
memory  will  long  be  cherished.

FESTIVAL,    1964 

A  pianist,  hailed  as  one  of  the  "great- 
est" in  our  nation,  will  perform  in  Wor- 
cester, Friday,  October  17,  at  8:15  p.m., 
when  the  105th  Worcester  Music  Festi- 
val opens  in  Memorial  Auditorium. 

Leon  Fleisher,  the  only  pianist  of  his 
generation  to  have  recorded  all  five 
Beethoven  Piano  Concertos,  will  play 
one  of  them,  "Concerto  No.  3  in  C- 
minor."  on  the  All-Beethoven  Concert 
Evening. 

Although  only  36  years  of  age, 
Fleisher  has  been  an  estabished  concert 
musician  since  1952,  when  he  became 
the  first  American  to  win  a  major 
foreign  piano  competition  —  the  Queen 
Elizabeth  of  Belgium  Concours  —  at 
the  age  of  24. 

The  Festival's  opening  program  will 
include  the  Detroit  Symphony  Orches- 
tra, conducted  by  Sixten  Ehrling,  the 
new  Ford  City  Symphony  musical  direc- 
tor, and  the  Worcester  Chorus,  directed 
by  Alfred  Nash  Patterson.  The  complete 
program  includes  the  Overture  to  "The 
Ruins  of  Athens."  the  Hallelujah  Chor- 
us from  "The  Mount  of  Olives,"  Sym- 
phony No.  4  in  B-flat  major,  and  Choral 
Fantasy,  for  Piano.  Orchestra  and 
Chorus.

TEAM-TEACHING    IN   ART

Working  together  for  the  benefit  of 
the  students  at  Fitchburg  State  College, 
Dr.  Fritz  and  Mr.  Arsenault  are  teach- 
ing jointly  in  the  field  of  Art  Appreci- 
ation. In  this  one-semester  course,  they 
will  be  surveying  the  development  of 
art  history.  The  lectures,  held  three 
times  a  week,  are  alternated  by  the  two 
professors. 

There  are  some  unique  features  in 
this  lecturing  program.  Unlike  most 
courses,  the  chronological  arrangement 
is  reversed,  so  that  the  earliest  lectures 
are  on  modern  art  and  the  latest  are 
devoted  to  ancient  art.  A  carefully 
selected  sequence  of  slides  illustrates 
the  points  made  by  the  two  instructors. 

Dr.  Fritz  will  concentrate  upon  the 
architectural  phase,  while  Mr.  Arsen- 
ault will  handle  both  painting  and 
sculpturing.  Thus,  enabled  to  concen- 
trate upon  their  specialties,  the  instruc- 
tors are  contributing  to  a  joint  effort 
doubly    rewarding    to    their    students.
